Just prior to winning the 2nd S.C. Eckhardt-Gramatté Competition for Strings in 
Brandon in May 1977,.Miss Hoebig placed second in the 3rd International Competition 
for Junior Violinists in Glascow and was invited to perform with the BBC Scottish — 
Symphony. She has performed with the Montreal, Vancouver and Victoria Symphonies 
as well as.appearing in several nationwide radio and television DSParars with the. 
CBC ‘Orchestras of Vancouver, Montreal and Quebec.
